Obama administration: Chicago River should be safe for swimming

Walled and fenced off from most of the 
city, the Chicago River for decades was 
widely seen as a putrid eyesore where fish 
and wildlife weren't welcome, let alone 
people. 

But in a significant policy shift, the 
Obama administration is calling for a 
once-unfathomable idea: The Chicago 
River should be safe enough for swimming. 

The administration’s position, outlined 
in a letter quietly filed with a state rule- 
making panel, goes far beyond new water 
quality standards proposed by Illinois 
regulators. The state’s plan would limit 
disease-causing bacteria in the river for the 
first time and require other steps to help 
fish thrive in concrete-lined channels that 
stretch through the city. 

Until now, however, state officials as- 
sumed that any human contact with the 
water would be brief—and accidental. Go 
ahead and dip a canoe paddle into the river, 
they have said. Just don’t fall in. 


Disinfecting the Chicago River and bring- 
ing it up to more stringent standards would 
cost millions. 


The Obama administration’s letter sets 
the bar even higher. Though it doesn’t 
outright order the changes needed to 
make the river safe enough for swimmers, 
it notes that the federal Clean Water Act 
requires all waterways to eventually be 
clean enough for “recreation in and on 
the water.” 

“This river system is worth protecting,” 
said Linda Holst, chief of the U.S. Envi- 


ronmental Protection Agency’s regional 
water quality branch. “We might not be 
able to attain these standards now, but we 
need to look toward the future and what 
is possible.” 

It wasn’t that long ago that the river was 
considered just a quirky part of Chicago’s 
history, a festering waterway that had been 
diverted away from the lake to separate the 
city’s waste from its source of drinking wa- 
ter. Because it always has been treated dif- 
ferently than most other rivers, Chicago 
is the nation’s only major city that doesn’t 
disinfect its wastewater before pumping it 
back into the environment. 

Meeting the standards outlined by the 
Illinois EPA would require a multimillion- 
dollar investment in new treatment tech- 
nologies. If the even tougher requirements 
proposed by the Obama administration 
are adopted, the region also would need 
to overhaul aging sewers that spill raw and 
partially treated waste into the river after 
heavy rainstorms. 


Testimony: 
Burge spoke 
of shocking 
suspects

An attorney who once represented a man 
allegedly tortured by former Chicago Po- 
lice Cmdr. Jon Burge testified Tuesday 
that Burge once said electro-shock “leaves 
no marks.” 

Attorney Casandra Watson, testifying at 
Burge’s federal trial, said that in the early 
1980s she spoke with Burge at Calumet 
Area headquarters many times, often sar- 
castically, about allegations he and his de- 
tectives were using a device to shock crimi- 
nal suspects during interrogation. 

“He’d say, ‘Oh, we’re not bringing out 
the box today. What are you talking 
about? Watson, we don’t have a black box,’ 
” said Watson, who represented a number 
of Gangster Disciples street gang mem- 
bers. “Once he said to me, “The box leaves 
no marks.’” 

Burge is charged with obstruction of jus- 
tice and perjury for allegedly lying in a 2003 
lawsuit in which he gave written answers 
denying his use or knowledge of torture. 

Watson said Burge’s remark stuck with 
her for decades. She said she believed he 
was telling the truth but later tried to fend 
off questions from Burge’s lawyer about 
why she didn’t do more to make public 
such an allegedly damning statement. 

Watson represented Melvin Jones, who 
last week testified that Burge shocked him, 
hit him with a stapler and pointed a loaded 
gun at him. Watson said Jones immediately 
told her of the abuse he sustained but that 
it took some time for her to file motions 
about the abuse in Jones’ criminal case.

County OKs Arizona boycott

Members of the Cook County Board of Com- 
missioners have approved a resolution that 
asks the county to refrain from entering into 
contracts with companies based in Arizona 
until the state’s sweeping new immigration 
law is repealed. 

But later Tuesday, at the same meeting, 
commissioners approved a contract that 
would put red-light cameras at intersections 
in unincorporated areas of Cook County. 
One of the companies receiving a contract is 
American Traffic Solutions, which is based in 
Scottsdale, Ariz. 

The resolution passed Tuesday asking the 


county to refrain from doing business with 
Arizona companies was less potent than the 
one originally introduced. The original pro- 
posal would have prohibited new contracts 
with Arizona companies. 

Meanwhile in L.A., the county board of 
supervisors voted 3-2 on Tuesday to ban new 
contracts with Arizona-based companies 
and review those that could be canceled. The 
county has more than $26 million in contracts 
with Arizona companies this year. 

The Arizona law requires police enforcing 
another law to question people about their 
immigration status if there is reason to sus- 
pect they are in the country illegally.

But US. officials did not say 
whether they blamed Israel or the activists 
for the bloodshed. 


Feds announce 
criminal probe 
of Gulf disaster 


NEW ORLEANS BP’s stock plum- 

meted and took much of the mar- 
ket down with it Tuesday as the federal 
government announced criminal and 
civil investigations into the Gulf of 
Mexico oil spill, and BP engineers 
tried to recover from a failed attempt 
to stop the gusher with an effort that 
will initially make the leak worse. 

Atty. Gen. Eric Holder, who was vis- 
iting the Gulf to meet with state and 
federal prosecutors, would not spec- 
ify the companies or individuals that 
might be targeted in the probes into 
the largest oil spill in US. history. 

“We will closely examine the actions 
of those involved in the spill. If we find 
evidence of illegal behavior, we will be 
extremely forceful in our response,” 
Holder said in New Orleans.

Longtime Hawks fan club enjoying team’s resurgence

Between the NHI’s long regular season and 
extended playoff rounds, the wait for the 
Blackhawks to possibly win a Stanley Cup 
this season might seem interminable. But for 
many members of the Blackhawks Standbys, 
the oldest fan club in the NHL, it’s just a drop 
in the bucket. 

Just ask Roy Erdman. 

Young Erdman flocked to the old Chicago 
Stadium with a few military buddies during 
the 1960-61 season and witnessed Stan Miki- 
ta and crew take home the Cup in person. He 
was so enamored with the team and the game 
of hockey, Erdman purchased season tickets 
for himself and his wife, Blanche, anticipat- 
ing he'd get to see the Hawks win a couple of 
more championships in his lifetime. 

Instead? 

“Tt’s been all downhill since then,” joked 
Erdman, 71, of Orland Park. 

Erdman gave up his season tickets in 2005 
after 44 years and never got to see another 
Cup in person, but he’s as excited as anyone 
by the Hawks recent transformation into a 
championship-caliber team. 

“T watch them all the time on TV now, and 
it’s great because it feels like old times,” he said. 

It’s beginning to feel like old times for the 
whole fan club. A combination of on-ice suc- 
cess and a new partnership with the team to 
make the Standbys an official fan club has 
boosted membership to 450 —its highest lev- 
el since the club began in 1944. For the most 
long-suffering of Hawks fans, the present is a 
special time. 

“We feel like this is our reward right now 
for sticking with the Hawks through the thick 
and thin,” said Standbys president Gladys 
Wheeler, a season-ticket holder for 45 years. 

“It’s definitely a lot of fun,” said Chuck Si- 
karas, of Warrenville, a season-ticket holder 
since he graduated college in 1976. “This re- 
surgence has been quick and pronounced, and

this has got to be one of my favorite Hawks 
teams ever.” 

Even though they’re called the Standbys, it 
wasn’t always easy for club members to stand 
by the Blackhawks. 

While the franchise languished as one of 
the worst in the NHL during the late ’90s and 
early 2000s, the Standbys shrank from about 
125 members to fewer than one-fifth of that 
number. 

“Tt was awful hard to be a true Chicago fan 
because management was raising the prices,

and the talent wasn’t there for what you were 
paying for,” Erdman said. “I admit, a lot of 
times we'd be down 5-o and my wife and I 
would leave in the second period because it 
was so bad.” 

Attendance for the Standbys’ monthly 
meetings became so low that Wheeler even- 
tually moved them from an Eagles Hall in 
Berwyn to her home. 

“T even started cooking meals just to keep 
them coming back,” said Wheeler, of Indian 
Head Park. 

When hard-core fan Nathan Ebenroth 


used to invite friends to Blackhawks games a 
few years ago, he'd get a lot of blank looks. 

Now all he has to do is post a short mes- 
sage on Facebook and the tickets are quickly 
snapped up. 

“T’m stoked because I can talk hockey with 
people now and expose people who normally 
wouldn’t have anything to do with the sport,” 
said Ebenroth, 35, of Logan Square, a member 
of the Standbys since he was a kid. 

Although the United Center is rocking 
nowadays during Hawks games, the experi- 
ence can’t compare to the cozy confines of 


Chicago Stadium, many Standbys say. 

“It was an awesome atmosphere that can’t be 
duplicated,” Sikaras said. “Everything was so close 
you could see the players’ faces, and the noise vol- 
ume got so high, it rivaled the roar of jet aircraft. 

“The city was so crazy about the Hawks, they 
were almost as popular as the Bears. Chicago Sta- 
dium was filled to capacity all the time and there’d 
be standing room only.” 

“There were times you literally couldn’t get out of 
your seat, especially when we played Detroit,” said 
Erdmore, who compared the interaction between 
Red Wings and Hawks fans to “two cats fighting.” 


But the game itself has mostly changed for the 
better, many Standbys say. 

“There’s less clutching and grabbing, and the 
league allows their skill players to shine,” Sikaras 
said. “The game just moves so much faster too. A 
single game would take three hours, but now it’s 
down to two and a half.” 

For Erdman, there are even some current play- 
ers who remind him of his favorites from that 
fabled ’61 team. 

“That {Jonathan} Toews, he reminds me a lot of 
Mikita with his stick work.”

The Standbys are not only reaping the 
rewards of years of dedicated fandom, 
they also are helping the Blackhawks 
connect with fans. 

Through a new program called Fan’s 
Voice, members of the Standbys ask 
fans about their experience at the Unit- 
ed Center and relay the information 
back to the team. 

“It’s fans interacting with fans, so it’s 
nice,” said Chuck Sikaras, a Standbys 
member and volunteer for the program. 

Every game, 500 to 800 fans are ap- 
proached on a variety of subjects such 
as game presentations, concessions 
and music. 

“We're very fortunate in that we’ve 
had this amazing revitalization,” said 
Chris Werner, Blackhawks senior ex- 
ecutive director of ticketing. “As re- 
cently as a couple years ago, we didn’t 
have this fan base, so we realize we 
need to keep these new fans and not 
take them for granted.” 

Already this season, feedback has led 
the team to educate new fans on eti- 
quette and add more downtown Road- 
watch parties.

He was booed every time he touched 
the puck.

Chef Matt Maroni hopes to put 
meals on wheels this summer

When chef Matt Ma- 
roni read about New 
York and L.A.’s grow- 
ing gourmet food 
truck industries, he 
was convinced the 
concept would be a 
great fit for Chicago. 

Chicago, however, 
wasn't quite sure. 

Current city regula- 
tions require food to 
be prepared and pack- 
aged before it’s loaded 
on trucks, which 
means mobile chefs 
can’t prepare meals on 
the spot. So Maroni 
and other food truck proponents—a group that in- 
cludes Lockwood executive chef Phillip Foss and Troy 
Johnson of Chicago All Fired Up, among others —are 
urging the City Council to rethink the policy. 

In the meantime, Maroni will serve naan sand- 
wiches and other street-appropriate fare out of a 
small Edgewater eatery called Gaztro-Wagon (5973 
N. Clark St.), which he hopes to open this month. 
About a week after the stationary shop launches, 
he’ll start selling pre-packaged versions of his naan- 
wiches and other eats from a converted postal 
truck. 

He’s stoking the fire on Twitter (@chicagofood- 
trux) and chicagofoodtrucks.com, a site he and his 
wife built in a single day on their kitchen table. 

We asked Maroni about the burgeoning move- 
ment and what the summer might hold for food 
trucks in Chicago.

The movement really has taken off in the last 
couple of months. How did you kick-start it? 

I authored a model ordinance and pitched it to 
Scott Waguespack (32nd Ward), my alderman, as job 
creation and entrepreneurship.

What kind of changes need to happen to put real 
food trucks on Chicago streets? 

We need to make sure there are guidelines and that 
people aren’t throwing trash on the ground. You'll 
have to go through the proper channels to get a 
{food truck] permit; safe handling practices need to 
be used. [But] if I could heat food properly, it’d be 
even fresher, prepared the moment you order—just 
like in a restaurant. 


What's the status? 

On June 9, the proposal will be split out into [coun- 
cil] committees. This touches a lot of city depart- 
ments because it is a mobile business and includes

Creative duo revives the bloody 
story of Lizzie Borden—for laughs

Lincoln Square neighbors Aggie Hewitt and Irene 
Marquette, Chicago transplants with a combined 
theater resume that spans improy, acting, writing 
and directing, discovered a shared interest in a 
dark subject: murder. The duo’s first collabo- 
ration, “Lights Out, Alma!,” staged last fall at 

the Annoyance Theatre, humorously tackled 

a murderous trio of sisters. Next on their 
chopping block is the musical comedy 

“40 Whacks,” written by Hewitt and directed 

by Marquette, which takes a fresh look at the 
true-crime story of Lizzie Borden, the infa- 

mous spinster who allegedly took a hatchet to 
her father and stepmother in their Massachu- 


setts home in 1892. 


We caught up with the duo to find out more about the 
show. INTERVIEW HAS BEEN EDITED AND CONDENSED. REBECCA PALMORE

This is your second comedy 
about murder. Are you guys 
trying to get something off your 
chests? 

Aggie Hewitt: We got a lot off our 
chests with “Lights Out, Alma!” 
but Lizzie Borden was a real, 
historical figure, so it was fun for 
us to be able to apply what we 
learned with “Alma” to something 
that actually happened. 


What are some of those things 
you learned from “Alma”? 

A.H.: Some of the themes we were 
really interested in: explosive vio- 
lence, and the dichotomy inside 
of women between a deep-seated 
anger and a desire to please their 
parents and their peers. 


The Borden story is sucha 
dramatic one. How do you make 
it funny? 

Irene Marquette: With anything 
that’s really intense and kind of

scary, there’s something also very 
comical about it. 

A.H.: The characters in Lizzie 
Borden’s life were so over the top, 
especially by today’s standards. 
We didn’t really have to change 
too much to make it a really high 
comedy. 


What seemed most bizarre about 
her life, by today’s standards? 
I.M.: Her father was the richest 
man in Fall River, but he was 
notoriously tight with his money. 
They had, within their family, 
areal culture of pride—tragic

pride—and stubbornness. That is 
very funny. 


There’s a lot of speculation about 
this case. Do you think Borden is 
guilty? 

Both: Yeah. We do. 


You sound reluctant to say so. 
A.H.: She was acquitted, and I’ve 
realized that if I were on the jury 
I wouldn’t be able to convict her. 
But I just think she did it. 

I.M.: [Laughs] I think so too. For 
the purposes of our play, there’s 
no question about whether or not 
she’s guilty. But we’ve had some 
pretty great conversations with 
the cast. It’s a complicated case. 
A.H.: The circumstantial evidence 
against her is overwhelming. 

I.M.: There’s evidence and rumors 
that she poisoned her family the 
week before the hatchet murders. 


The old Borden house is now a 


B&B. Would you book a room 
there? 

I.M.: In the winter, I planned 

a trip to the East Coast to 

go to the Lizzie Borden Bed 

& Breakfast. But there was a 
huge snowstorm, and all of the 
roads were blocked and I could 
not make it there. It was so sad! 
When Aggie and I were working 
on “Lights Out, Alma!” we took 
a trip to a haunted house and we 
stayed the night. So that’s part 
of our tradition now. We love 
taking field trips and getting our 
hands dirty with really creepy, 
weird things. 


What’s next for you two? 

I.M.: We've started talking about 
our next project, and we’ve de- 
cided that we do want a little bit 
of a break from the tragic murder. 
We want to do something that’s 
totally out of our comfort zone. 
Something lighter. A wacky romp.

No suit? No tie? No problem! Chicagoans 
at the forefront of informal wedding trend

Liz and Pete Rolewicz didn’t want a flashy, fancy, formal wedding. Their big 
day last June was a casual affair with a buffet-style country brunch on a farm 
in Capron, Ill., about 80 miles north of Chicago. 

“We're both pretty laid back and we didn’t feel the need to be in the 
spotlight,” said Liz Rolewicz, 34, a graphic designer. “A lot of people there 
at the end said it was the best wedding they'd ever 
been to because it felt really intimate and sincere and 
stripped down to the bare basics of what a commit- 


ment ceremony should be about.” 


The Uptown couple was at the forefront of a casual wedding trend that exudes 
the less-is-more philosophy. Heading into the height of wedding season, Chicagoans 
shouldn’t be surprised this year to see friends tying the knot in homey venues and 
straying from scripted ceremonies. Leaving out some formal touches definitely is in: 
No bridal parties, ball gowns or tuxes. No limos, DJs or dance floors. No full bars, seat- 


ing arrangements or sit-down dinners. 


“This year and the end of last year, we’re seeing a lot more casual weddings and we 
do believe it’s because of the economy,” said Stacie Francombe, founder and CEO of 


the wedding planning resource Get Married Media. 


“Brides are realizing we don’t need to spend our 
entire fortune and go into debt to spend our lives 
together,” Francombe said. “We can have a great 
casual affair.” 

The average cost of a wedding in the Chicago- 
Naperville-Joliet metropolitan area last year was 
$24,115, slightly higher than the national average of 
$19,581, according to The Wedding Report, which 
provides market research for the wedding industry. 

That said, casual weddings aren’t necessarily 
cheap. “Weddings are having a more casual feel but 
it’s not necessarily either saving people money or in 
order to save people money. Casual is what’s more 
in style right now,” said Marta Segal Block, a Chica- 
go-based wedding expert at onewed.com. 

Casual, rustic outdoor weddings don’t translate 
into stress-free events either, experts said. For 
example, the engaged couples need to consider 
parking, food prep areas, rented tables and linens, 
enough bathrooms for guests and a plan if it rains. 

At such casual affairs, guests can expect to wear 
casual attire and dine on nontraditional fare such 
as Kobe beef sliders, mini s’mores, grilled cheese 
or pigs in a blanket. They might drink prosecco in- 
stead of Champagne, wedding experts said. Food 
can be served family-style instead of plated. And

the wedding can take place in outdoor venues such 
as backyards, vineyards and parks. 

At their wedding, the Rolewiczes invited 
40 people, many of whom wore khaki pants and 
sundresses. A string quartet played in a woodsy 
area as the bride, holding a bunch of red daisies and 
dressed in an above-the-knee white dress, walked 
down the aisle with her parents. The groom wore 
a beige suit with white PF Flyers, similar to Chuck 
Taylor sneakers, and no tie. A childhood friend 
married the couple. 

“For as long as I can remember, I’ve always 
wanted to do more of an intimate wedding be- 
cause I think it means more for the people there 
and means more for us to share that experience to 
people close to us,” said Pete Rolewicz, 43. 

They spent a total of $10,000 on their wedding 
celebrations, including the barn wedding and a ca- 
tered reception for 100 guests held three months 


later at the Galaxie, an art venue in Avondale. 

Skipping the traditional cookie-cutter wedding 
for a casual one can allow the couple to focus on 
the ceremony and the guests, said Anja Winikka, 
editor at wedding site theknot.com. 

“Instead of worrying about matching the exact 
color of flowers to linens to bridesmaids dresses, 
couples are more concerned about guests having 
fun and the wedding reflecting the couples’ person- 
alities and what they’re all about,” she said. 

Elmwood Park student Emily Meske, 25, said she 
and her fiance, David Golz, 31, want to keep their 
July 30 wedding reception at the Klein Creek Golf 
Club in west suburban Winfield as simple as pos- 
sible—and within a $15,000 budget. 

“It’s not that I wanted to downplay the impor- 
tance or significance of the event by any means,” she 
said. “We're jeans and T-shirt kind of people. I want 
to feel comfortable and for it to feel like us that day.” 

In her “casual traditional” wedding, Meske plans 
to make invitations, centerpieces and favors herself. 
Her outdoor ceremony will be traditional; her floor- 
length chiffon dress is not. Tuxes are up for debate. 

When Hollie Smith, 25, and her fiance, Dustin 
Heath, 24, got engaged in December, they knew 
they wanted to do a casual wedding in 2011. With 


a budget of $10,000, the La Grange Park couple 
booked an estate in Princeton, about 115 miles 
southwest of Chicago, for a barbecue celebration 
where 150 guests can wear jeans and sandals and 
eat grilled food and cupcakes. 

“To us, our wedding would be so special if it 
was us, a couple family members and friends in 
the backyard wearing jeans. It doesn’t have to be 
a big family ordeal,” said Smith, a freelance writer 
and wedding blogger on thriftyinwhite.com. 

Cubs season ticket holders Juli Profit, 33, and 
her husband, Glenn Johnson, 35, rented out a roof- 
top across the street from Wrigley Field for their 
2008 wedding. Two hundred guests wore Cubs 
gear to the ceremony and reception and ate game- 
day fare while watching the game. There were 
no favors, programs printed or centerpieces. But 
there was a three-tier cake and a bridal bouquet. 

“Weddings can sometimes be so stuffy,” said 
Profit, a real estate agent who lives in Lincoln 
Park. “You're sitting at a table with people you 
barely know at a two-hour dinner. We didn’t want 
to do that, but we wanted to have a good time 
and be more like us. I feel like too much empha- 
sis is put on the day when it really comes down to 
a lifetime together.”

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Paid to lose weight 


Some employers offer 
incentives to get healthy

ATLANTA How much money would it take to 
get you to lose serious weight? $100? $500? 

Many employers are betting they can find 
your price. At least a third of U.S. companies 
offer financial incentives, or are planning to 
introduce them, to get their employees to lose 
weight or get healthier in other ways. 

“There’s been an explosion of interest 
in this,” said Dr. Kevin Volpp, director of 
the University of Pennsylvania’s Center for 
Health Incentives. 

Take OhioHealth, a hospital chain whose 
workforce mostly is overweight. The compa- 
ny last year embarked on a program that paid 
employees to wear pedometers and get paid 
for walking. The more they walk, the more 
they win—up to $500 a year. 

Anecdotal success stories are everywhere. 
Half of the 9,000 employees at the chain’s 
five main hospitals signed up, more than 
$377,000 in rewards have already been paid 
out and many workers tell of weight loss and a 
sudden need for slimmer clothes.

But does will this kind of effort really put 
a permanent dent in American’s seemingly in- 
tractable obesity problem? Not likely. 

Only about 15 to 20 US. studies have tried 
to evaluate the effect of financial incentives 
on weight loss. Most of those studies were 
small and didn’t look at whether such mea- 
sures worked beyond a few months. None 
could make conclusions about how much 
money it takes to make a lasting difference. 

Perhaps the largest effort to date was a 
study by Cornell University. It looked at seven 
employer programs, and the average weight 
loss in most was little more than a pound. 

There are grounds for optimism. Smaller 
experiments report some success. And other 
studies have shown promising results against 
tobacco. One study published last year in the 
New England Journal of Medicine, co-written 
by Volpp, found that cash rewards of a few 
hundred dollars nearly tripled quit-smoking 
rates. 

One problem: “Food is more difficult than 
tobacco,” said Steven Kelder, an epidemiolo- 
gy professor at the University of Texas School 
of Public Health. While cigarettes can be ad- 
dictive, people don’t need to smoke to live.
